REVIEW OX ENTERING SAN FRANCISCO HARBOR. 

On May 6, 1908, the fleet passed in, through the Golden Gate, to 
its anchorage in San Francisco Bay, in column, with the torpedo 
vessels and Yankton in a second column to port of the main column. 
On passing Angel Island the Pacific Fleet came down from the upper 
bay and took position in formation. The fleet was then reviewed 
under way, after passing Yerba Buena Island, by the Secretaiy of the 
Navy, Hon. Victor H. Metcalf, as the representative of the President 
of the United States, the Secretary's flag flying from the U. S. S. 
Yorktown. 

On May 7, 1908, the Secretary of the Navy again reviewed the 
fleet, while at anchor, from the U. S. S. Yorktovm.
